It is evident that discipleship is a wide and 
flexible concept... by the tradition as 
embodying the ideals of the active and 
contemplative life. But notwithstanding all this 
variety, there is a proportionately common 
element, the norm of which is given in Christ. 
All are held to: (1) self-abnegation, (2) humble 
service, (3) generosity toward the needy, and 
(4) patience in adversity. 1

external activities as to forget the “one thing 
necessary” (Luke 10:42) namely, to be 
inwardly transformed by the knowledge and
